This sale was made by Harlan on the 
very last day of his service as Secretary of 
the Interior, and here, we are told, is the 
way it was done:

| And after the sale, Mr. Sidney Clarke pre- 


sented a table of values, founded upon 
surveys and other reliable data, from which 
he estimated the value of the land, count. 
ing its great wealth of coal, at $16,000,000. 

It is shown that at the very time Secre- 
tary Harlan sold the lands to the “Amert- 
can Emigrant Company,” oi lowa, there 
were documents in his office showing that 
this company was not only a swindling 
concern, but that it had been engaged for 
three years in defrauding the people otf his 
own State by buying the claims of counties 
to their swamp lands, and then, by false 
affidavits, proving up thousands of acres 
of the best land in the counties as swamp. 
In twenty-seven counties these frauds 
amounted to about $700,000. Of these 
facts Secretary Harlan was aware, “for,” 
says the Sun’s correspondent, “a few weeks 
before Harlan made the sale the Republi- 
can Legislature of bis own State (lowa) 
had made a full investigation and a strong 
report against the company, and further 
instructed the Attorney-General of the 
State to proceed against the company for 
fraud, and ordered the Governor to send 
a copy of the whole proceedings to Harlan. 
The matter was common talk around the 
Department for some weeks betore the 
Cherokee lands were sold to these same 
parties.”
